" 'That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall each month coin two million ounces 
of the silver bullion purchased under th< 
provisions ef this Act into standard sil 
ver dollars until the first day of July, 
1891, and after that time be shall coin 
of the silver bullion purchased under the 
provisions of this Act as much as may be 
necessary to provide tor the redemption 
or the Treasury netes herein provided for, 
and any gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage shall be accounted for and 
paid into thi 

"This law is still In force, no part of the 
Act having been repealed except the 
clause which directed the Secretary of the 
Treasury to continue the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion and issue Treasury notes in 
payment for it, and the coinage is being 
made from the bullion belonging to the 
Government purchaaed before the repeal 
of that clause. The silver dollars coined, 
other than the seigniorage, are held in the

Mr. Bryan appears to set gn at store- 
by the letter which Gov. Culberson, of 

Texas, has received from Prince nis- 
morck. The "people's friend" Is willing' 
to receive advice from the "Man of 
Blood and Iron," and the "champion' 
of the American farmer" listens to- 
thst famous friend of American agri- 
culture who shot the German porta to- 
American pork in 1884 and to American 
potatoes In 1885, and who would gladly 
have united all central Europe in a 
customs league aimed directly against 
all American produce. Bismarck's 
rather diplomatic letter is taken by Mr. 
Bryan in his recent speeches to favor 
the free coinage of silver by the United 
States. The devotion of Chancellor Bis- 
marck to the cause of silver may bo- 
seen In the following historical fact* 
which appears to have escaped general 

Under his guidance as chancellor of 
the empire and minister of commerce 
for Prussia the equivalent of 1,080,- 
000,000 marks (over $270,000,000) in sil- 
ver was demonetized between the yeara 
1874 and 1881, and over $100,000,000* 
wofth of the bullion Into which these 
were melted had been sold by 1879. In 
that year, finding that the price of sil- 
ver was becoming demoralized, so that 
his remaining $109,000,000 was depre- 
ciating, he stopped sales by a decree- 
issued in. May, 1879. These points were 
frunkly stated by his delegation to the 
international monetary conference of 
1881. when Germany likewise offered 
to suspend sales for a time In order 
that the price might not be further 
depressed. With these nssuronces be- 
fore the monetary powers and with the 
decree of 1879 still In force, Bismarck 
sow an opportunity of dumping some 
German silver on the sly nnd proceeded 
to do so. In 1885 the Egyptian govern- 
ment decided to change its coinage and 
Invited bids for contrncts to coin its 
silver piasters. The German mint se- 
cured tlie contract to make t he coin and 
Incidentally furnished $3.IM).<W0 of sil- 
ver bullion to Egypt. The matter was 
kept very quiet or esrnped general no- 
tice. Reference to it will be found, 
however. In the London Economist of 
December 4. 18S0, whieh saw In it a 
proof of Bismarck's lack of faith In 
silver. 

With all his faults. Bismarck Is a 
sturdy patriot. To help the German 
distiller he was willing to see trichina* 
in every American pig. and to protect 
the German farmer he smelted bugs on 
every American potato. Germany haa 
to-day $107,000,000 worth of silver 
w hose value is declining. If the United 
States could be Induced to follow the 
example of Egypt and give Germany a 
chance to do some more unloading, . 
where is the harm, from the ex-chan- 
cellor's point of view, in writing a let- 
ter of not entirely disinterested advice r

That Both the Efforts Failed Was 
Due to Accident 



Dynamite Plaead In III* Mat true- While 
Disrobing- the General*. Foot Touched 
the Wire - A Bomb Placed In a Cap 
of Chocolate Did Not Explode. 

Hlw York, Oct 9.— Private com- 
munications from Bavana, Cuba, an- 
nounce that two attempts were made 
to assassinate Capt.-Gen. Weyler less 
than two weeks ago. That both at- 
tempts failed was due to accident 

The first attempt was made on the 
evening of September 30, when the 
captain-general ordered a cup of cho- 
colate. A girl named Mercedes brought 
him one containing a quantity of dyna- 
mite put up in the shape of an egg. 

The chocolate merely covered the top 
of the bomb. 

The programme provided for the 
girl to dash the cup on the floor at his 
feet, in which case it was calculated 
an explosion would follow, sufficiently 
not only to blow both Weyler and the 
girl into a thousand fragments but al- 
so to wreck the palace. 

The girl, however, allowed the cup to 
fall from her hands, Instead of dashing 
it down with force, and there was not 
sufficient concussion to cause an ex- 
plosion. 

The girl was an innocent party to the 
transaction, having been led to believe 
that the cup contained poison, and by 
dropping it she would buvu the cap- 
tain general's life.
